In Final Digest Poll Report 


Roosevelt leads in 41 states with a 
total popular vote of approximately 
three to two over Hoover in the final 
returns of the Literary Digest’s na- 
tion-wide poll, which is said to repre- 
sen’ the largest number of votes in 
any presidential .poll, ever conducted, 
according to tomorrow's issue of the 
magazine. 

A grand total of 3,064,497 ballots 
were returned and tabulated. Of these 
1,715,789, or 55.99 per cent, are for 
Roosevelt, 1,150,398, or 37.53 per cent, 
voted for Hoover and 148,079, or 4.84 
per cent, registered their sentiments 
for Thomas. 

Hoover shows a slight gain from 
the 37.383 per cent of the total vote 
which. he had in the semi-final returns 
and the 37.19 per cent for him in the 
quarter-final returns, which latter 
tabulation was the first to contain 
balloting from all 48, states. 

The final vote gives Hoover a lead 
in the seven states of Maine, Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and New 


ersey. 
Roosevelt leads his republican rival 
in all of the other 41 states. 


>may carry five of the states.in which 
Hoover leads in the final tabulation. 
It is stated that in the 1928 poll 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts were 
indicated as Hoover states but were 
carried by Smith in the election. An 
analysis of the present vote, it is 
shown, reveals that ballots have not 
heen voted in adequate quantity by 
democratic voters in these states. 

The Literary Digest points out also 
that the same situation obtains in 
Connecticut, New Hampshire and New 
Jersey, where the declared repub- 
licans voting in the poll outnumber the 
declared democrats considerably -in 
excess of the actual relative party 
strength in these states, and the mag- 
azine, therefore, notes the possibility 
that Roosevelt may carry them. 

In no state showing a Roosevelt 
lead is the possibility of a switch men- 
tioned, although it is pointed out that 
the vote in New York, Kansas, Col- 
orado and Delaware is close. 

The Literary Digest editorializes 
that although there are many political 
claims that Pennsylvania will vote re- 
publican, no such forecast can be de- 
duced from the poll returns from the 
Keystone State.

| Soviet’s ‘Admirable Contributions’ 
_ To Society Outlined by Dr. Jones

Citing the ownership by the state 
of all property as the outstanding fact 
of communism, Dr. M. Ashby Jones, 
noted writer and lecturer of Atlanta, 
Thursday morning explained to a 
crowd at the Piedmont Driving Club 
the communism of soviet Russia. The 
lecture was the third of a series of 
12 given under auspices of the Scot- 
tish Rite Hospital for Crippled Chil- 
dren Auxiliary. 

Declaring that the series of speeches 
was not dealing with the communism 
of Karl Marx, he said it was the 
communism of Russia under the soviet 
governmént, and that while the former 
was claimed as the ultimate ideal, 
many significant points have been 
yielded because of the pressure of con- 


ro aa over which they have no con- 
rol. 

“And we must note,” said Dr. 
Jones, “the many admirable things 
which the Russians are doing for so- 
ciety. While they are not essential 
to communism, those things, we may 
raise the question of whether or not 
they could ngt be done better under 
our own system of government.” 

Explaining that the payment. of 
money wages might seem to be a de- 
nial that all property belongs to the 
state, Dr. Jones pointed out that the 
soviet money is considered merely as 
the means for distribution of the val- 
ues of life by the state to its citizens. 
The state, he said, could confiscate 
all money or curtail the amount a 


citizen has at will.

Treading the revelation of the system 
of contract bidding by his friend, P. 
Hal Sims, E! ulbertson told -me 
that Mr. Sims’ unquestioned skill as 


im. 

Mr. Culbertson pondered on the 
“Sims system” of contract bidding 
compared with simpler, more direct 
and more precise inferences available 
to those who use the Culbertson or 
approach-forcing system of bidding. 

o Mr. Culbertson it appears that 
Mr. Sims, when he sits down at the 
bridge table, lives in a topsy-turvy 
world where favors go by guessing, 
not by scientific precision in the bid- 
ding. 

For instance, take the requirements 
for an opening bid of one. On the sys- 
tem which bears Culbertson’s name, 
first or second hand holding 2 1-2 
honor tricks, makes an opening bid, 
not vulnerable. If the player has a 
biddable suit, he bids it, his choice 
of a declaration depending upon the 
approach principle, which, briefly 
stated, is that whenever a hand con- 
tains a biddable suit or is a no-trump 
hand, the suit and not no-trump should 
first be bid. 

The approach principle is the cor- 
nerstone of scientific bidding. It per- 
mits the cheap and easy interchange 
of information between the partners. 
The opening bid is the first step of 
an aggressive omy ve and Mr. Cul- 
bertson never has belonged to a school 
of bridge players which subscribes to 
the doctrine of passive resistance as 


a ong appears all the more remark- 
able to h 


: the best way to win a tournament or 


to win a rubber. 

Naturally, with third or fourth 
hand, after passes by first and second, 
the requirements for opening bids are 
slightly higher. Either the trump suit 
must be longer and stronger or the 
hand must be buttressed with addi- 
tional honor-tricks. This to Mr. Cul- 
bertson seems logical, clear and 
straightforward. 


However, he finds, through study- 
ing Mr. Sims’ methods, that the pro- 
cedure should be entirely different. The 
first decision to make, Mr. Sims states, 
before making a bid, is to determine 
whether or not your side will even- 
tually win the auction and become 
This decision- must be 
made with the rapidity of the blink of 
an eyelash. If you have reached this 
decision, the rest is easy. You keep 
on bidding and bidding and bidding, 
hecause you have an “aggressive” type 
of hand. 

On the other hand, you may see in 
your hand three fine honor-tricks— 
two aces and an ace-king or conceiv- 
ably three aces—but in weighing the 
probability as to which side will win 
the eventual declaration, for some 
hidden reason you have determined 
that the other side and not you will 
become the declarer. Embraced in 
hands of this type he includes all 
hands of 4-3-3-3, 4,4-3-3, or 4-4-4-1 
distribution. Certainly the classifica- 
tion of the unusual freak of 4-4-4-1 
with the hypocrite type of distribu- 
tion, such as 4-4-3-2 or 4-3-3-3, is in 
itself the mark of genius. 

In the approach-forcing system, the 
opening bid of one no-trump is prob- 
ably the weakest of all bids. It does 
not suggest a hand in which the pros- 
pect of game is great unless partner 
can respond with a show of strength. 
Mr. Sims, however, reserves his no- 


trump bids for hands containing from 

three plus honor-tricks up to four. 
The principle upon which’ these 

strength-showing no-trumps are based 


is, of course, unsound. The opening 
bid, whether it is a bid of one in a 
suit or a one no-trump bid isa leap 
in the dark. You and your partner 
are in a position of generals of allied 
armies. You are seeking to establish 
lines of communication, even against 
the enemy forces which oppose you. 

It is folly to say that if your hand 
contains no biddable suit -that you 
must then pass over the right to at- 
tack in the bidding of your opponent. 
Contract bears a close analogy to war, 
and one of the soundest principles of 
military strategy is that attack is the 
best defense. Mr. Sims’ personal pref- 
erence for opening ne-trump bids is 
well known. Some of his teammates, 
as well as others, have suggested that 
his preference for this bid is based 
upon the fact that he plays such hands 
extremely well. 

It is hard to analyze a system of 
bidding which is so extremely indi- 
vidualistic, so contradictory in many 
respects as is the bidding system used 
by Mr. Sims. Mr. Culbertson has 
frequently said that.a majority of the 
great contract. players are poor an- 
alysts. He has never thought that 
he would secure such absolute proof 
of this statement as is offered in a 
study of the “Sims system.” 

He notes another feature charac- 
teristic of the Sims system. As al- 
ready said, the bidding of this mas- 
ter player is highly individualistic. 
Hence he outlines no plan for de- 
veloping the partnership hands. A 
great contract player is to a consid- 
erable extent a law unto himself, He 
may do what he pleases, and so long 
as he succeeds, there will be those to 
bow their heads and bend their knees 
in acclaim of his prowess. 

When one seeks to teach others, 
however, unless he wishes to be hope- 
lessly mired in a bog of contradictions, 
he must build up a complete, precise 
and accurate system. Each part of it 
must be related to the other. The ap- 
proach-forcing system which has been 
used with success by Mr. Culbertson 
and associates since the inception of 
contract is a carefully constructed 
plan of bidding overing all phases of 
the game. Its cornerstone is the ex- 
change of precise information between 
the partners. Mr. Culbertson can never 
believe that the substitution of guess- 
ing for scientific information will re- 
sult in a better game of contract for 
either the average player or the su- 
per-ex pert. 

As regards the use of one-over-one 
response, the only departure that Mr. 
Sims has made from the Culbertson 
System is that he regards such a. bid 
as absolutely forcing for one round. 
Mr. Culbertson prefers the much more 
precise information conveyed by the 
99 44-100ths per cent forcing one- 
over-one bid which is an essential fea- 
ture of the Culbertson system.

Ex-Police Head Charges 
Administration as ‘In- 


tolerant’ Toward Vets. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—(/)— 


Brigadier General Pelham D, Glass- 
ford, former police superintendent in 
Washington, D. C., in a speech here 
tonight said there had been no seri- 
ous difficulties with “bonus march- 
ers” for nearly two months last sum- 
mer “until the satellites of an intol- 
erant and short-sighted administration 
saw fit to repudiate everything that 
had been done and to take matters in 
their own hands.”’ 

Addressing a veterans’ rally, he said 
he was through with public life. He 
told of events connected with the 
forcible eviction of bonus marchers 
from the capital in July. 

In the address, as given out by his 
secretary, Glassford, who later re- 
signed, said he had been criticized in 


leniency toward the marchers but said 
that “in this policy I had taken a 
leaf from the book of Mr. Herbert 
Hoover in the. humanitarian _ relief 
work he accomplished in Belgium and 
Russia.” , 

“It is not my intention to make a 
political speech,” he said. “I am not 
in politics. I am neither a democrat, 
a republican, a socialist nor a com- 
munist. I am not looking for a politi- 
cal job, nor do I seek further activi- 
ties in the field of public life. 

“Still Revere Commander.” 


>“You veterans whe have borne arms 
in the defense of the country must 
still revere him (President Hoover) as 
your supreme commander,” Glassford 
said. “He must stand in your minds 
for the high ideals of freedom and 
patriotism upon which this great na- 
tion was conceived by our forefathers. 

“Armed with modern implements of 
warfare, the peacetime army of our 
present commander-in-chief, Herbert 
Hoover, on July 28, last, drove from 
the national capital at the point of 
the bayonet the disarmed, disavowed 
and destitute army of Woodrow Wil- 
son.” 

Glassford said he knew “that for 
weeks troops had been held in readi- 
ness and given special training for 
this episode,” and that he was “aston- 
ished that the administration which 
has the problem of solving a serious 
nation-wide economic problem appli- 
cable to 120,000,000 people should 
acknowledge its inability to solve this 
relatively insignificant .one of less 
than 8,000 destitute veterans by run- 
ning them out of the District of Co- 
lumbia at the point of the bayonet.” 

Glassford denied that there was an 
extraordinary proportion of criminal, 
communist and non-veteran elements 
among the bonus marchers. 

“Few Red Leaders.” 

“Tt is true,” he said, “that a few 
communist leaders came from New 
York and established an elaborate of- 
fice with the avowed purpose of tak- 
ing control of the situation. They 
would have succeeded; too, if the vet- 
erans had not been fed, cared for and 
organized against communism through 
the efforts of the police. The blind 
commissioners (of the District of Co- 
lumbia) and the administration could 
not see this.” 

Glassford said the veterans “knew 
better’ when “it was alleged by the 
administration that the partly demol- 
ished buildings” in the Pennsylvania 
avenue camp area had to be torn 
down to make way for construction, 
and added, “I found that the commis- 
sioners in issuing this order (for evac- 
uation) had not consulted legal au- 
thority.” 

“According to a statement made 
public by*the president,” Glassford 
said, “the army was called ‘to assist 
the district authorities to restore or- 
der” The ieal objective was made 
known to me by General MacArthur 
(chief of staff of the army) while the 
‘troops were on the way,” he said.

Dr. Julian Huxley, noted English 
scientist, brother of Aldous Huxley, 
the eminent author and critic, and 
descendant of a famous family in Eng- 
lish educational history, arrived in 
Atlanta early Thursday evening by 
American Airways plane from Fort 
Worth, Texas. Dr. Huxley at 8:15 
o’clock tonight will deliver an illus- 
trated lecture at the Glenn Memorial 
auditorium at Emory University, ap- 
pearing under the auspices of the Em- 
ory University Students’ Lecture As- 
sociation. : 

Dr. Huxley occupies a unique posi- 
tion in the field of science. He is a 
descendant of the famous Dr. Ar- 
nold, of -Rugby, and also of Thomas 
H. Huxley, the great apostle of evo- 
lution. He teaches at the universi- 
ties of Oxford and London a class 
of young English scientists, and finds 
time fof much scientific writing. One 
of his better known works is his col- 
laboration with H. G. Wells in the 
“Science of Life.” 

Tonight Dr. Huxley will lecture on 
the fundamental problems in ~ human 
and animal evolution, and with the 
aid of lantern slides he will show 
some of the amazing life phenomena 
of ants and termites, comparing them 
with their human counterparts. His 
lecture will be entitled “Ants and 
Men.” | 

Widely-Known Scientist. 

Although only-44 years of age, Dr. 
Huxley is one of the world’s most 
widely-known scientists. He holds a 
chair at King’s College, London, and 


has been a member of the staff ef 
Rice Institute, at Houston, Texas, Not 
alone for his work with Wells on 
“Seience of Life,” but also for many 
other volumes is he known in the field 
of literature, including works of his 
own, such as “The Individual in the 
Animal Kingdom,” “Essays of a Bi- 
ologist,” ‘““The Stream of Life,” “What 
Dare I Think?’ “Africa View,” and 
“A Scientist Among the Soviets.” 

He has come to the United States 
this time on invitation to deliver a 
series of lectures at Leland Stanford 
University on the general subject of

Therefore, the rank and file of the 
voters of both parties agree with me 
today that the most extraordinary, 
the most amazing, and I believe the 
most un-American episode of this en- 
tire campaign of 1932 is the eleventh- 
hour effort of the president to arro- 
gate to himself and his handful of 
associates in Washington the right 
to claim an exclusive interpretation 
of and ownership in the American 
system of government. The Ameri- 
can system is the common heritage 
and common possession of all Amer- 
lcans, Five days from today these 
Americans by overwhelming vote in- 
tend to deny and reject the exclu- 
Sive patent sought by the president 
and his friends. 

The interpretation which you give 
and I give to the American system 
of -overnment certainly does not 
mean the combination of foreign and 
domestic. gambling that the present 
leadership of the republican party 
has sponsored. It does not mean in- 
viting on one hand the trade of other 
countries and on the other declaring 
economic war against them. This is 
not an American system, as I un- 
derstand the American system. You 
O- com- 
bining the economies of John Law and 
his Mississippi bubble with those of 
Mr. Grundy and his campaign con- 
tributors. 


} 


The American system, the Ameri- 
can government itself, was founded 
on the principle that many men from 
many states with many economic 
views and many economic interests 
might, through the medium of a na-| 
tional government, build for national 
harmony, national unity and inter- 
dependent well-being. This is the 
American system. And if the presi- 
dent will turn from his made-to-order 
statistics, which he so sadly misrep- 
resents and misinterprets, if he will 
turn his eyes from his so-called 
“backward and crippled countries” 
and turn to the great and stricken 
markets of Kansas, Nebrasga, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and the other 
agricultural states, if he will cease 
his Utopian dreaming of inventions 
hidden in the “locker of science” that 
are going to make us rich, and turn 
to the true lessons of American his- 
tory and the real words of the found- 
ers of this republic, he will know 
what the American system really is. 

I offer, as a witness, a man who 
sat and labored with incredible zeal 
for the making of the federal con- 
stitution, who participated in the de- 
liberations of the convention that 
made it, who expended his inexhaust- | 
ible labors in the writing of the rec- | 
ord of this convention, afd who in 
his defense of this constitution set. 
forth in “The Federalist” the most | 
authentic and imperishable interpre- | 
tation of the American system that | 
the world has ever seen. Here is'| 
his interpretation: | 


JAMES MADISON’S WORDS | 
QUOTED BY ROOSEVELT. | 


, “A landed interest, a manufactur- | 
ing interest, a mercantile interest, a 
moneyed interest, with many lesser 
interests, grow up of necessity in 
civilized nations and divide them 
into different classes, actuated by 
different sentiments and views. The 
regulation of these various and in- 
terfering interests forms the princi- 
pal task of modern legislation.” 

This means that government js in-| 
tended to be the means by which | 
all these interests and policies are) 
brought into equilibrium and har-| 
mony within a single republic. This, | 
my friends, is an expression of the | 
American system at its best. and 1 | 
leave it to you to decide whether the | 
most authentic, the most unselfish. | 
the most unworried and dignified and 
true exponent of the American sys- | 
tem is James Madison or Herbert | 
Hoover. 

I have sought during these months 
to emphasize a broad policy of con- 
struction, of national planning and 
of. national building, constructed in 
harmony with the best traditions of 
the American system. I have con- 
centrated of necessity upon the broad 
and immediately insistent problems 
of national scope. 


RECOVERY. 

At Topeka I outlined a complete 
national plan for the restoration # 
agriculture to its proper relationship 
to the nation. 

At Salt Lake City I outlined a 
definite program to give us a nation- 
al transportation policy. including 
the rehabilitation of the railroads of 
the nation. ; 

At Portland I set forth in defi-'| 


nite terms a national policy for the 
conduct of utilities and especiall 
those engaged in manufacturing and 
distributing electric power. 

At Sioux City I proposed a tariff 
policy aimed to réstore international 
trade and commerce not only with 
this nation but between all nations. 

At Boston I championed the prin- 


ciple that the national government. 


has a positive duty to see that no 
citizen shall starve. 

At Columbus I proposed the pro- 
tection of the investing public against 
the evils-and the fraud perpetrated 
against them during the past 10 
years. 

At Pittsburgh I proposed an hon- 
est national budget system. 

And now, as to the actual conduct 
of the government itself—what a 
businessman would call the execu- 
tive and operating task o€ the cor- 
poration. i 

GOVERNOR, LEGISLATURE, 
PRESIDENT, CONGRESS. 

It is necessary first of all to rec- 
ognize the simple fact that, apart 
from the occasional judicial interpre- 
tations relating to gov-rnment, we 
have in Washington as in all the 
states two constant factors which 
are working yearein and year out, 
side by side and in constant contact 
with each other—in the case of states 
the governor and the legislature, in 
Washington the president and the 
congress. 

Unthinking people have inveighed 
against the congress in every gen- 
eration of our republic—little. realiz- 
ing that they are striking at the 
very fabric of our constitution, If 
we were to eliminate the congress of 
the United States, we would auto- 
matically cease to be a republic. 

The real purpose of the constitu- 
tion was based on the rightful as- 
s*mption that the president and the 
congress would be suffiicently right- 
minded, sufficiently practical and 
sufficiently patriotic to make every 
effort to co-operate the one with the 
other. It is not an overstatement 
either of the fact or of the opinion 
of the American public to say that 
the present chief executive of our 
nation has shown a singular lack of 
ability to co-operate with the con- 
gress. I am speaking only of the past 
11 months sine: the house of repre- 
sentatives became democratie by the 
margin of a handful of votes. I am 
speaking also of the previous two 
and one-half years, during which 
time the congress in_ both of its 
branches was controlled by the same 
party to which the president imself 
belongs. From the earliest days of 
the special session which he sum- 
moned in the spring of 1929, the re- 
lations between the capitol and the 
White House have, to say the least, 


lacked cordiality, understanding and | 


common national purpose. 
SUCCESS NOT MATTER 
OF CONSTANT ACCORD. 

Let me make it clear that I do not 
assert that a president and the con- 
gress must on all points agree. with 
each other. Many times in_history 
there has been complete disagree- 
ment between the two branches of 
the government, and in these dis- 
agreements sometimes the congress 
has won and sometimes the president 
has won. But during the administra- 
tion of the present president, we have 
had neither agreement nor a clear- 
cut battle. Either would have cleared 
the atmosphere and would have been 
far preferable to the smouldering ill- 
feeling that has seemed to prevail. 

I have the right to point out my 
own conception of the relationship 
between an executive and a legisla- 
tive body. I have served as a leg- 
islator and as a chief executive. I 
believe that from the point of view 
of a governor or a president, his re- 
lations with the legislative body can 
he based on co-operation. The fact 
is that with the great majority of 
problems mere partisanship should, 
in so far as possible, be kept in the 
background. In meeting this great 
majority of problems, they can and 
should be treated primarily from the 
point of view of national good rather 
than of party good. And let me add 
that in the case of most reconstruc- 
tion legislation there ought to be no 
great difference in the policy of the 
two great political parties, 


‘COMPLETE CO-OPERATION 


EXISTS IN NEW YORK. 

We are all influenced by our per- 
sonal experiences. For four lon 
years, as governor of New York, 
have been faced by a legislature, 
republican in both of its branches. 
From the beginning I have worked 
on the assumption that the members 
of this legislature were human be- 
ings, that they were patriotic, and 
that most of our state problems could 
best be solved by co-operation be- 
tween them and myself. We have 
differed on certain matters of fun- 
damental policy. In those cases, I 
have given them battle; sometimes 
they have won—sometimes, and I 
think in the majority of cases, I have 
won; but in all these caseg we have 
had good, clean, open fights. 

However, when the problem has 
been one affecting human welfare, 
the legislature and I have always 
ended by sitting around a table and 
getting something practical done. 
That was the history of the labor 
legislation in this state during the 
past four years—of the leaiation 
for the improvement of our hospitals, 
and our prison system, of the legis- 
lation that enacted that old-age se- 
curity law—of the legislation that 
made this state the leader among all 
the states in providing unemploy- 
ment relief. In the latter case, I 
called a special session, I proposed a 
bill, the + gauge leaders proposed 
another bill, we had our fight, we 
sat around a table, I met them 
per cent of the way, they met me 80 
pes cent of the way, they passed the 
ill, I signed the bill, the relief 
work was started—and all of this in 
the space of six weeks, while it took 
the congress six months to get the 
president to see that such measures 
were necessary in the nation as well. 
CO-OPERATION POSSIBLE 
IN INTEREST OF ACTION. 

I want to drive home the point 
that I have practiced what I preach 
—that there can be co-operation. be- 
tween an executive and a legislative 
body in the interest of action, of get- 
ting things done. 

And while I draw from my per- 
sonal experience, one part of my 
record in Albany well illustrates my 
point. Up to the time I was inaugu- 
rated as governor, the record for 
vetoes belonged to former Governor 
Grover Cleveland. But in each of the 
last four years I have vetoed more 
legislative acts than did Cleveland 
himself, and the percentage of laws 
passed which received my executive 
disapproval has run from 25 per 
cent to as high as 31 per cent of all 
bills passed. That is not all. Durin 
those. four years, not one single bil 
which received my disapproval has 
been passed by the legislature over 
my veto. And likewise with my rec- 
ord of appointments. As in the fed- 
eral government, nearly all important 
administrative or judicial appoint- 
ments nire confirmation by the 
senate. uring my four years as 
governor, not a single one of my ap- 
pointments has been rejected by the 
senate of the state of New York. 
CAN CO0O-OPERATE 
WITH ANY CONGRESS. : 

One final point on this subject. 


It seems, -of course, fairly obvious: 


that the next congress of the United 
States will have a majority of demo- 
crats in both its branches. Any child 
ean understand that it will be easier 
for a democratic president to co- 
operate with the next congress than 
it would be if the present chief exec- 
utive were re-elected.

DOWNCAST HOOVER 
STARTS FOR HOWE 


Departure From Wash- 
ington Is in Great Con- 
trast to 4 Years Ago.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(UP)— 
Président Hoover started home to 
California tonight. 

There, amid scenes cherished of his 
young manhood, he has chosen to 
learn whether he is to return tri- 
umphantly to the White House for 
another four years or whether he is 
to join those chief executives who 
have been denied a second term. 

It is his first visit to his Palo Alto 
home since he became president. Four 
years ago he went home, as he did to- 
day, to cast his vote. 

Those who accompanied him west 
on that journey and saw him depart 
today noted the contrast, as he waved 
the capital farewell., 

Four years ago his face was cheer- 
ful and confident. He was the chubby- 
cheeked, ebullient, brisk Hoover that 
Washington had known as secretary 
of commerce. 

The little crowd of 300 who watched 
him today saw a man. who appeared 
more than four years older. The hard 
years have drawn anxious lines across 


| his face. They have sprinkled white 


hairs liberally above his brow. To- 
day he smiled that abashed small boy 
smile of old, but it was half-hearted 
and wan. 

From somewhere off in the huge 
station, there came a solitary “boo.” 

Only enthusiastic cheers echoed 
through the same station four years 
ago. Victory was apparent. All the 
newspaper polls forecast an over- 
whelming triumph. The newspapers 
which boys cried about the station to- 
day carried predictions of defeat. 


It was a grim, determined man who | 


left here today on a final campaign 
tour before turning toward home.

| Text of Young’s Address 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—(#)—The 
text of Owen D. Young’s address at 
a mass meeting in the Metropolitan 
opera house ton.ght follows: 

_ Because there has been some mis- 
interpretation of my silence in this 
campaign, I welcome the privilege of 
appearing on this platform with Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt and saying what will 


r mot be news to him or to the presi- 


dent of the United States, that I am 
supporting without qualification Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Garner for the 
two highest offices within the gift 
of the American people. May I add 
that I am also supporting Senator 
Wagner and Mr. Lehman. Let that 
definite statement end any specula- 
tion or inference as to where I stand. 

The major issues of this campaign, 
both social and economic, particu- 
larly in the domestic field, have been 
amply debated. I shall not speak of 
them. In any event, there is no time 
now. You want to hear Governor 
Roosevelt. A word from me in most 
general terms on our international 
situation may perhaps be not unwel- 
come. : 

In one resect, this campaign has 
exhibited both modesty and gen- 
erosity. Things said in 1928 go mod- 
estly unrepeated by their authors 
now, Only their opponents are gen- 
erous in quotation. Phrases thrilling 
alike to him who spoke and to them 
who heard in 1928 would have join- 
ed the ranks of the “forgotten” in 
1932 if their resurrection depended 
upon the pride of authorship. 

MUST ELECT LIBERAL 
TO RESTORE FAITH. 

Claiming no immunity for myself, 
I said one thing in 1928 which I 
wish to repeat now. It was on the 
relationship of our political parties 
to international affairs. I quote in 
part from a statement made by me 
urging the election 
Smith: 


“Our position in the world will be | 


aided by the selection of a liberal 


party now. Since the war interna- | 


tional progress has been largely made 
by liberal parties. There is less sus- 
picion and more sympathetic co-oper- 
ation inherently between the liberal 
parties of the world than between 
the conservative ones. Confidence, 
not suspicion, is the attitude of the 
liberals. Courage of unselfish action 
rather than the fear of selfish inter- 
ests is natural to a liberal party. So 
in international relations, I am not 
concerned with what Mr. Hoover 
knows about them or what Governor 
Smith does not know—I am only in- 
terested in what one or the other 
can do, and I am confident that he 
can do the most who 
generous and whole-hearted liberal 
support.”

TARIFFS MORE DEADLY 

THAN ARMAMENTS. 

At this moment, I need not speak 
on which course would have been 
the wiser choice, That is not my 
point here. My complaint is that 
we chose neither course, but drifted 
aimlessly with the consequences 
which always come to opportunist 
action unanchored to principle. We 
permitted our | 
their production. We facilitated, if 
not encouraged, their going into 
debt, all on the theory that the 
world’s. markets would take their 
surplus output. We carried on our 
factories and our business on the 
theory that there would be a pros- 
perous world to buy. We permitted 
our people to lend money abroad in 
huge sums for reconstruction and 
repair after the ravages of the great 
war on the assumption that the 
world would be able to pay. We led 
in the effort to re-establish the 
world’s currencies on a gold basis 
in order that that necessary instru- 
ment of all commerce and finance— 
stable currencies and stable ex- 
changes—might exist. This under 
any condition we should have done, 
but having done all of that, we then 
turned about and adopted a program 
of creating unnecessary barriers in 
the great highways of trade. We 
became peevish because retaliatory 
action is taken by others. 

We wake up to find the whole 
world building competitive trade bar- 
riers just as we found it a few 
years ago building competitive arma- 
ments. We are trying to reduce 
armaments to preserve the world’s 
solvency. We shall have to reduce 
competitive trade barriers to pre- 
serve the world’s sanity. _As be- 
tween the two, trade barriers are 
more destructive than armaments 
and more threatening to the peace 
of the world. It is time for us to 
call a halt, and only a liberal party 
can do it. ; or 

This vacillation and indecision 48 
to the policy of this country induced 
a false prosperity in the twenties 
and a very real catastrophe in the 
thirties which came near pulling 
down the whole economic structure 
of thé world. We firmly implant- 
ed ourselves on both horns of this 
dilemma, and we have impaled the 
whole world on both horns, too. And 
having done so we now accuse our 
lenders of stupidity and our bankers 
of cupidity in the effort to disguise 
the real responsibility. 

With the currencies abroad broken, 
with our own economic machinery 
threatened and endangered, with 
debts both domestic and foreign in 
every land crushing their people, it 
is time that liberal parties came into 
power to save conservatives from 
their own destruction and to save 
the rest of us who are victims, too. 
MUST BREAK DOWN 
BARRIERS TO TRADE. 

Not until then will eur surplus 
cotton move from the plantations of 
the south—not until then will our 
surplus grain and wheat move from 
the farms of the north—not until 
then will our surplus manufactures 
move from the factories of the coun- 
try—and not until then will our sur- 
plus of labor and of commodities 
which now economically crush us dis- 
appear. It is the restoration of trade 
alone which holds not only the eco- 
nomic, but the social salvation of 
the world. 

And so, Mr. Chairman, in this 
election, I hope America, chastened 
by disaster, suffering as she is, will 
rise to that liberal leadership which 
will replace suspicion with confidence 
and which never is afraid. 

And speaking of being. afraid let 
me pay my respects to the threats 
expressed or implied, which are now 
being used to influence our votes, 

ere are more than ten millions 
of people out of work in this coun- 
try. ome of them are in want, 
others are threatened with it. Many 
have lost their homes by mortgage 


farmers to expand 


foreclosures; others are threatened. 
Many have lost their farms. And 
so we have millions of people sensi- 
tive not only to the conditions of to- 
day, but apprehensive of tomorrow. 
It is no time to make threats. I am 
happy to say that Governor Roose- 
velt and the democratic party have 
not held up the spectre of what might 
happen by way of social disturbances 
if he, as the representative of the 
liberal party, were not elected. 


NOT AFRAID OF ELECTION 


OF EITHER CANDIDATE. 

Millions of people, too, have lost 
some or all of their accumulated 
savings in the disturbed security 
markets, or fear they may. Many 
have lost their businesses or fear 
they may. Many have lost their 
money in banks, or fear they may. It 
is no time for threats. But the 
president of the United States and 
his supporters have not hesitated to 
predict what would happen to se- 
curities and business if he were not 
elected. 

May I say, and say it with all 
Seriousness, that markets as well as 
mobs respond to human emotions ; 
that markets as well as mobs can be 
inflamed to their own destruction; 
that threats can destroy business just 
as they can make barricades. Let 
no one be afraid—let no one be co- 
erced directly by threats or indirect- 
ly by advice. We have not reached 
the place in this great democracy 
where there is room for either. He 
who uses them -will reap what he 
sows. 

Let me be clear about it. I am 
not afraid of mobs if Mr. Hoover is 
elected, and I am not afraid of mar- 
kets or business if Mr, Roosevelt is 
elected. Even the president and the 
secretary of the treasury will not, 
I think, deny me the right, even as 
a raw recruit, to express a yiew on 
markets and on business.

WHAT COUNTRY NEEDS 


IS SPIRIT AND HEART. 


Well, I can understand how one 
who has given of himself to the full 
limit of his capacity may honestly 
feel that way. As to that, I need 
only to make this comment, well 
known to all. That when managers 
of any concern believe the concern 
will fail unless they be continued it 
is time to take a look. The plant 
manager who thinks he is _indis- 
pensable to the plant, and that no 
change can be made without ruin, 
is likely to think that the cld ma- 
chine is better than the new, that 
the old method is better than the 
new, that there should be no sub 
stitution, _ that obsolescence means 
nothing but normal wear and tear.

No man Sie achieved 
that strength and this country hag 
not deteriorated to that weakness. 

What I hope for in this election is 
a true reflex by votes, uninfluenced 
by fear or favor, of the intelligence 
and intuition of the great masses of 
our people. Broadly, I trust the in- 
tuitions of the many more than the 
assumed super-intelligence of the 
few. What we need is a full and 
free and honest indication of how 
the millions of this country feel in- 
side themselves. 

Mr. Chairman, what I am _  cCon- 
cerned about in this vast moving 
world in a time of crises, both in 
foreign and domestic affairs, is not 
so much a program as a spirit of ap- 
roach—not so much a mind as a 
eart. A program lives today and 
dies tomorrow. A mind, if it be open, 
may change with each new day, but 
the spirit and the heart are as un- 
changing as the tides.

Crime is rampant in Atlanta and 
the Atlanta police department with 
its restricted facilities is fighting a 
losing battle against it, Chief of Po- 
lice T. O.. Sturdivant told members 
of the police committee at a meeting 
of that body Thursday night.

Mrs. Corbett and Sheriff White 
then announced themselves as _ inde- 
pendent candidates for the offices they 
held and the-republican party like- 
wise attempted to ghin the posts, qual- 
ifying a list of nominees, some of 
them without first names or initials.

THOUSANDS CHEER 
THOMAS INGARDEN 


Socialist Candidate Hits 
Hoover and Raps Roose- 
velt for Young Aid. 


BY R. H. HIPPELHAUSER. 

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, 
NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—(#)—In his 
first campaign address in his home 
city, Norman Thomas tonight said 
“the American socialists do pot pro- 
pose to repeat the’ excusable mistake 
of our British comrades in simply 
using the power to tax to better the 
ills of the profit system.” 

To the thousands who filled every 
seat and many aisles in this sports 
arena, the socialist nominee for the 
presidency declared: 

“We intend to change th2 system 
which inevitably breeds unemploy- 
ment.” 

Thousands of red handkerchiefs, 
waving amidst prolonged applause, 
greeted the arrival of Thomas. Of 
the Garden’s 22,000 seats, 12,000 were 
a for this rally at 25 cents 
each. 

Early in his address Thomas 
touched upon the participation of 
Owen D. Young in the democratic 
campaign, saying: 

“The hollowness of Mr.. Hoover’s 
fear of Governor Roosevelt as a radi- 
cal is conclusively proved. by Young 
speaking for Roosevelt. . 

Dominant Figure. 

“Mr. Young is a dominant figure 
in the Radio Corporation of America. 
He was one of Insull’s favorite in- 
siders. It is he who backs Roosevelt 
most fervently tonight—and naive 
progressives still expect Roosevelt to 
curb the power trust.” 

Tonight’s rally was the climax to 
the most widespread campaign in so- 
cialist history—that has taken either 
Thomas or James H. Maurer, vice 
presidential candidate, into every 
state of the Union. 

The first mention of President Hoo- 
ver’s name by Maurer brought several 
minutes of booes and hisses. 

“The president,” Maurer said, “told 
us we need confidence. That isn’t the 
trouble. The merchants have confi- 
dence—what they need are customers. 
The manufacturers have confidence— 
what they need are orders.” 

Outside the Garden several thou- 
sand men.and women greeted the 
presidential nominee and heard over 
the amplifiers Thomas’ declaration 
that “‘the main dependence of the so- 
cialists would be bonds underwritten 
by: (1) Returns from remunerative 
work; (2) Income and inheritance 
taxes; (3) The capital levy.” 

Thomas said he was “convinced” 
the capital levy must be included in 
this financial program “if for no other 
reason than to lighten the load of 
government and foreign debts” 

Touching on the socialist doctrine 
of co-operation, Thomas brought the 
thousands to their feet in cheers by 
declaring that “only in the co-opera- 
tive society is there hope of master- 
ing machinery for life, not death.” 

He amplified this belief by declar- 


g: 
“Only in the socialist vision of a 
classless world, only in the socialist 
planning, is there practical hope for 
the exploited workers and the. whole 
class of farmers.” 

To the question of “Why vote so- 
cialist?’” Thomas replied: 

For Sake of Children, 

“Why vote socialist? For the sake 
of yourselves and your children, for 
the sake of the whole company of 
workers of every race and creed, and 
for the future of mankind. vd 

“For the redemption of political 
action from the depredations of old 
political parties and its use as a 
means of our social ‘salvation. 

“For the sake of our immediate 
gains now in the midst of this crisis. 
Nothing will give us more power, no 
matter whether tweedledum; or twee- 
dledee is elected, so much as a tre- 
mendous socialist vote. Nothing will 
so encourage the workers to build up 
the intelligent mass movement in 
which is our hope.” : 

The socialist nominee said his cam- 
paign critics have called him “com- 
munist, fool and fakir.” 

“It is because I am not a com- 
munist,” mas replied, “that I ad- 
vocate an orderly and carefully grad- 
uated capital levy, rather than 4a 
wholesale confiscation by violence. It 
is because I am not a fakir that I 
insist that the well-being of the 
masses cannot be achieved and leave 
our plutocracy untouched.

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AS TO THE AMENDMENTS. 

Eight amendments to the state 
constitution are to be voted on in 
Tuesday's regular election. Most of 
them are undoubtedly meritorious 
and the prospect is that they will 
be overwhelmingly ratified; there is 
a wide divergence of opinion upon 
two, and in the case of one a prop- 
osition is made that would set a 


dangerous and entirely unnecessary 


precedent. 

The latter amendment calls for 
the creation of a new state sena- 
torial district of the gounties of 
Berrien, Cook and Lanier. There is 
little in favor of the proposal and 
overwhelming arguments against it. 
The new district would have many 
thousand fewer population than the 
average for the other districts of 
the state—and considerably less 
‘than many of the larger counties. 
A condition would be created which 
would thus give representation in 
‘each session of the senate to a 
smaller group of voters than 
some counties which, under the ro- 
tation plan, have no direct repre- 
sentation in some sessions of the 
general assembly. The _ proposal 
seeks the creation of a new politi- 
cal subdivision and additional pub- 
lic offices at a time when reduc- 
tion in both should be the rule. 
Instead of having more senators or 
representatives, Georgia should have 
less in the interest of economy and 


in 


of efficiency. 

The amendment authorizing the 
ronvening’of the general assembly 
and the inauguration of the gover- 
nor in January, instead of June, as 
how, would more than cut in half 
the present 10 months’ delay be- 
tween the nomination and induc- 
tion into office of newly elected 
statehouse officials and enable. the 
legislature, in ‘its regular session, 
to get down to work promptly: 
without the delays incident to or- 
ganization, naming of committees 
and introduction of bills. 

Such an amendment has 
been needed and it should, and no 
doubt will, receive the indorsement

Another amendment proposes the 
qualification of electors merely by 
the payment of poll taxes. The 
present plan, requiring the payment 
of all taxes, was inserted into the 
1877 constitution very largely to 
guard the white vote. At that time 
the negro vote constituted the bal- 
ance of power in many counties. 

The danger exists now that if 
this amendment is adopted there 
may be the same temptation as ex- 
isted in former days for the pur- 


as low a price as a dollar, serious 
complications may result. 

While of not as great {mpor- 
tance, the amendments authorizing 
school boards to contract for edu- 
cation, transportation and care of 
children; the consolidation of local 
school districts, and to provide for 
repayment of county funds advanced 
to state highways will have bene- 
ficial effects in eliminating existing 
handicaps. 

The remaining amendment, au- 
thorizing the abolition of justice 
courts in Richmond county, deals 
with a purely local situation on 
which the people of that county 
are, it is understood, practically 
united. 
| It is to be hoped that the voters 
next Tuesday will not overlook the 
importance of their Votes on these 
amendments. Generally the state 
accepts without study the amend- 
ments submitted by the legislature, 


but this is one time that the good 
of all the people is too vitally af- 
fected to warrant an attitude of in- 
difference. 


AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

The annual agricultural outlook 
conference for the southern states, 
which will be held in Atlanta No- 
vember 8 to 11>is a gathering of 
vital importance to the farming in- 
teyests of this section. 

‘To this conference will come rep- 
resentatives of the department of 
agriculture at Washington, of the de- 
partments of agriculture of many 
southern states and of agricultural 
colleges, experiment stations and ex- 
tension services in this section. 

These farm experts will collabo- 
rate in the discussion not only of 
crop, dairy and live stock prospects, 
but they will consider as well the 
problem of agricultural credit and 
demand. 

Southern agriculture is now at the 

most vital turning point of its ca- 
reer. Splendid progress has already 
been made away from the one-crop 
idea, largely responsible for present 
conditions. This progress must not 
only be continued, but accelerated 
to the greatest degree possible. 
Our farmers must get more firmly 
on the live-at-home basis of produc- 
tion, and their cash food and feed 
crops and their supply of farm ani- 
mals and poultry must be more 
evenly and soundly balanced. 
Such a conference as the one 
which meets in Atlanta next week 
can be of invaluable service in of- 
fering suggestions to that end, 


AN UNWISE PROPOSAL. 
The construction of a ship canal 
from Miami across the tip of the 
Florida peninsula to Key West is 
announced by the Atlantic Deeper 
Waterways Association as one of its 
major projects. 
Such a canal would no doubt .be 
of considerable advantage to the 
territory affected, but it is difficult 
to view it in the light of “an es- 
Sential unit in our national system 
of transportation,” as it is desig- 
nated by the resolutions committee 
of the association. 
A comparatively short distance 
would be saved in the water route 
between these two cities and prob- 
ably little or no time since the 
progress of a ship through the canal 
would be much slower than if the 
ocean route were taken. 
Certainly such almost purely 
local projects should not be under- 
taken before major projects, such 
as the proposed Atlantic to the Gulf 
canal across south Georgia and 
north Florida, are undertaken. 
A waterway for deep sea ships 
through the northern part of Flor- 
ida would cut more than a thou- 
sand miles from the-distance be- 
tween Gulf ports and those on the 
Atlantic. It would be a saving in 
transportation time and expense on 
all shipping between the Atlantic 
and Gulf states. 
As Major General T. Q. Ash- 
burn, president of the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation, of Washington, 
says “the people of the United 
States are entitled to the best and 
cheapest form of transportation 
possible,” but the government in 
lending its aid to that end in the 
development of inland waterways 
should first co-operate in the con- 
struction of projects of general 
benefit to the largest territory.

Something 
New in Spain. 

The labor movement is showing 
much activity in Spain. Workingmen 
in Spain may call themselves an- 
archists, communists, socialists or syn- 
dicalists. Each group grows in size, 
but at the present moment the s0- 
cialists are considered to have the 
strongest political position. Four years 
ago the socialist party had 8,917 
members. Today there are nearly 67,- 
000. The power of the trade unions 
increases at the same rate. 

At the end of 1930 the’ general 
union of workers could count on 
277,011 members. In June this year 
they numbered 1,041,539. Over the 
same period the numbers enrolled in 
the National Federation of Workers 
of the Soil have been multiplied by 
more than ten. Last June there were 
392.953 members. More than a million 
workers are reported to belong to the 
anarchist confederation now. 

Some idea of the appeal that is be- 
ing made to the working classes may 
be gathered from the principles under- 
lying the program of the syndicalists. 
The ideal of the syndicalists is to 
make a world where there are no 
police, no prisons, no governments, 
no frontiers and no coins, The world, 
they declare, is the only country that 
exists. There is only one family—hu- 
manity. 

“We must destroy the present foun- 
dations of civilization,” they say. Al- 
though they frankly admit that their 
ideas are “impractical” at present, “as 
mankind is not perfect enough to un- 
derstand and carry them out,” never- 
theless they take active steps to spread 
their doctrines by means of journals, 
books, lectures and in the schools, 
where children are brought up to be- 
lieve in their ideal.

ARE BABIES BETTER OR 
JUST FEWER? 

One of the fundamental principles 
on which the agitation for limitation 
of offspring is based is the theory 
that the quality deteriorates when you 
go in for quantity production; that 
is, the children in small families en- 
joy better care, more privileges and 
greater opportunities than do _ the 
children in large families. A test of 
this theory in a general tabulation of 
a covsiderable number of living per- 
sons does not work out convincingly, 
neither does a test of it on history. 

Certainly babies are better today, 
and the race as a whole is better. 
Civilized man is bigger. better and 
stronger in every way than ever be- 
fore. Men live longer thaa their fore- 
bears did. Childbirth is safer and 
easier*than it has ever been in the 
history of civilization. So far as ac- 
curate statistics show, there is no de- 
cline in the birth rate in the United 
States or that portion of the country 
where accurate vital statistics are re- 
corded. 

Ten or fifteen years ago I received 
a great many futile requests for in- 
formation concerning the prevention 
of conception, and comparatively few 
requests for advice or instruction con- 
cerning reproduction or how to bear 
children. Today I believe requests 
for the latter outnumber requests for 
the former. As it seems to me, babies 
are gaining in popularity in spite of 
the propaganda of decimation. 

An amateur mother writes: , 


You said smoking tends to render 
the mother incapable of nursing her 
baby. ‘Two of my friends who are in- 
cessant smokers have babies. One 
nursed her baby for six months; the 
other still nurses her baby now nine 
months old. I was not smoking at 
the time of the birth of my baby— 

(Yet you managed to be noncha- 
lant’) 

I nursed her only three weeks, Fur- 
thermore there doesn’t seem to be any 
particular advantage in nursing your 
baby nowadays, Mine has always been 
sturdy and well on a dextri-maltose 
milk formula. My sister nursed her 
two babies for several months and 
they were both thin and weak and 
suffered from upset stomach, 1 have 
heard of similar cases.

Won't you go into this more fully? 
I said that smoking renders the ex- 
pectant mother less capable of nurs- 
ing her baby successfully. This is 
merely my opinion based on profes- 


j/sional experience and observation. I 


believe some physicians permit ex- 
pectant mothers to continue smoking 
moderately and do not share my opin- 
ion about the effect on lactation, 
Another opinion of mine is that 
cane sugar or sugar of milk (lactose) 
or corn syrup (glucose) is as satis- 
factory from every point of view as 
a sweetener for the modified milk 
formula as in dextri-maltose. 
Young infants who receive too much 
sugar (of any kind) in their food may 
look fat and sturdy to the casual eye 
yet be rickety, badly nourished and 
not as vigorous as they should be. 
After the age of six months it should 
be unnecessary to add any sweetener 
to the baby’s milk. By that time the 
baby should take milk a undi- 
luted, and from a cup. Other foods 
should be added to the baby’s diet at 
the age of six months or before—fruit 
juices, vegetables thoroughly cooked 
and strained through a_ seive, soft

Whereas, the Building Trades Council, 
having a large number of local unions and 
having comparatively full delegations pres- 
ent at the meeting, did cause the said 
resolution to be adopted by a majority of 
the delegates present at a meeting of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, and 

Whereas, the members of Local Division 
No. 732, Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway and Bus Employes 
of America, being familiar with the street 
railway ang bus business and conditions in 
Atlanta, know that the claim that such a 
reduction in fares would greatly increase 
street car and bus riding in Atlanta is en- 
tirely wrong, and 

Whereas, such a reduction would inevit- 
ably result in reducing the wages and im- 
pairing the working conditions of approxi- 
mately the 800 members of our union and 
their families, as well as all other employes

Meet Next Wednesday. : 

“By way of preface,” said Mr. How- 
ell, “in the remarks I make today in- 
cident to the work of the National 
Transportation Committee, I speak 
only for myself and not for any other 
member of the committee, or for the 
committee as a whole. 

“Formal erganization of the commit- 
tee was effected less than a month 
ago. We meet again Wednesday, No- 
vember 9, in New York. At the first 
meeting the committee determined that 
consideration 
of the various phases of the problem 
before it, it was desirable to obtain 
authentic statistical information bear- 
ing upon every angle of the problem 
of transportation. 

“With this in view, the committee 
employed Dr. H. G. Moulton, president 
of the Brookings Institution of Wash- 
ington, a nationally known expert, 
with authority to engage a staff of as- 
sistants large enough to make expert 
report on the various phases of the 
subject, : 3 

“This work has been in hand now 
for nearly a month. As it covers the 
whole country it will probably take 
three or four months for Dr. Moulton 
and his staff to complete the job en- 
trusted to them. Meanwhile the com- 
mittee will meet from time to time to 
consider such reports as are in hand, 
and probably by February next we 
will get down to the business of draft- 
ing our report and making our rec- 
ommendations.” 

Scope of Committee, 


Mr. Howell then told of the scope 
of the work of the committee, and of 
the details of its formation saying: 

“The fact that the railroads of the 
country are in a plight threatening col- 
lapse, has been known for a long 
time, The savings banks and the great 
insurance companies of America, the 
chairitable, church, educational and 
endowment trusts the country over, 
not to speak of the many thousands 
individual trusts involving the welfare 
of countless widows and children be- 
came intensely interested in the situa- 
tion, for a large part of their invest- 
ments are in railroad securities which 
until recently have been considered as 
good as gold. Serious impairment of 
the value of these securities will af- 
fect every insurance policy in America, 
as well as every savings Dank, and ev- 
ery church, charitable, educational or 
private trust. 

“Realizing this, the savings banks 
and insurance companies inaugurated 
the movement for the creation of a 
committee to study the subject and 
to present the facts to the pub- 
lic in order that the people at large 
may understand the seriousness of the 
situation. Ex-President Coolidge was 
asked to head this committee with four 
others: Alexander Legge, president 
of the International Harvester Com- 
pany; Bernard M. Baruch, @ promi- 
nent businessman of New York city; 
Alfred E. Smith, and myself. Just 
why I was chosen among such a repre- 
sentative body of businessmen I do not 
know, but I do know that the whole 
committee is giving its time and lend- 
ing its best efforts to the ascertain- 
ment of all the facts, and to make a 
reasonable and a just report. 

“There seems to be a general im- 
pression that this committee was ap- 
pointed by the president. This is, of 
course, an error. It was desired to 
remove it from politics, or from rail- 
road influence, and the insurance com- 
panies and the saving banks of the 
country frankly sponsored the move- 
ment. 

“The committee is serving without 
pay—solely as a patriotic duty. It has 
at its disposal a fund sufficiently large 
to cover all the expenses of the ex- 
pert investigation now under way. 
This will amount to a considerable 
sum advanced by the savings banks, 
the insurance companies and the in- 
stitutions affected, with not a dollar 
from any railroad.” 

Most Serious Problem. 


Mr. Howell said that in his opinion | 


transportation was now one of the 
most serious problems confronting 
the country, and that on its solution 
largely depends the return of lasting 
prosperity. - 

He said that nineteen billions of dol- 
lars were invested in the various forms 
of railroad securities now held among 
the resources of the savings banks, 1n- 
surance companies and in charitable, 
church, educational and private trusts. 
A collapse in the value of these securl- 
ties would be felt not only in every 
state in America, but in one way or 
another by every fireside. 

“The study of the committee,” Mr. 
Howell said, “is with the view of rec- 
ommending a remedy that will save 
these securities from collapse without 
doing injustice to other lines of busi- 
ness,” 

“Speaking for myself,” said Mr. 
Howell, “it seems to me that trans- 
portation should be considered as 
transportation, whether by rail, high- 
way, air or water. If commercial 
traffic, either freight or passenger, 18 
to be regulated by federal or state gov- 
ernment, then all forms of transporta- 
tion should be regufated alike, and if 
some forms are to be permitted to 
operate practically without taxation, 
and without regulation, then all should 
be put on the same basis. ae 

“Tet us, for instance, take the rail- 
road sitdation in Georgia, for it ap- 
plies practically in the same measure 
to every other state in the Union. In 
the early days when the public was 
crying for railroads, companies were 
organized to build them, They had to 
acquire the rights of way, go to tre- 
mendous expense for great cuts and 
deep fills, to buy railroad tracks and 
equipment. The money to do this was 
acquired by bond issues. The railroads 
prospered and, growing fat, they be- 
came arrogant. This resulted in strict 
regulation and in heavy taxation, 
levied because the railroads were then 
able to pay. I do not exaggerage, when 
I say that probably half of the coun- 
ties in Georgia are supported by taxes 
received from the railroads of . the 
state, and that without such taxes 
many of them would be bankrupt. 

Buses Gain Advantage. 

“Now comes the state and the feder- 
al government meeting the just de- 
mands for public highways, paid for 
very largely by the taxes derived from 
the railroads, and absolutely parallel- 
ing the railroads. Commercial trucks 
use these highways with tonnage equiv- 
alent to that of a freight car. Pas- 
senger bus lines are established, and 
both the bus and the heavy freight 
truck lines operate practically without 
regulation and with infinitesimal tax 
as compared to that against the rail- 
roads. The railroads, conforming to 
law, give notice of their ore rate 
reduction to some point out of Atlan- 
ta. Thirty days aré required in ad- 
vance for notice of the operation of 
the reduced rates. A week before they 
take effect the bus lines “under-cut” 
the railroad rate by half, and the rail- 
roads cannot meet it because they 
must give 30 days’ notice. The rail- 
roads are regulated as to the number 
of the crew of each train and their 
wage schedule is fixed. The bus and 
the truck lines fix their own wage 
schedule, their operators working fre- 
quently 12 hours a day, while the rail- 
roads are limited to eight. 

“It is impossible for the railroads 
to meet competition of this kind. No 
wonder, therefore, we hear from day 
to day of great railroad systems go- 
ing into the hands of receivers, and 
that many of the largest ‘systems in 
the country no longer pay dividends 
and some of them are already default- 
ing on their bonded interest. 

“The same dae applies to the 
freight competition by water under a 
system of government subsidy. This 


BARNETT TO USE 
U.S. ROAD FUNDS 
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now under way would he paid for in 
full by the board before the end of 
the fiscal year. 

It was said at the capitol Thursday 
that the chief point of the Whitely 
action was what the court would con- 
sider the fiscal year as far as the law 
governing the anticipation of revenue 
is concerned.

Contends Money Is Ready. 

In connection with the contractor’s 
allegation that the board was indebted 
to him to the extent of $30,000, which 
it could not pay, Captain Barnett de- 
clared that the board owed Whitely 
$1,244.74 for extras on contracts that 
he has finished and that the money 
_ awaiting him whenever he applied 
or it. 

The chairman pointed out that in 
letting of contracts in anticipation of 
funds to pay for them it was follow- 
ing the advice of its attorneys. He also 
pointed out that on October 6 the 
beard let a number of contracts‘ on a 
deferred payment plan and_ that 
Whitely was’among the contractors 
bidding for construction work in EI- 
bert and Newton counties. 

Trying To Provide Work. 

“It is ridiculous to assume that the 
board would sit by and allow the ac-

In connection with an attack made 
recently by Commissioner Jud P. Wil- 
hoit on the letting of contracts on a 
we he payment plan, the chairman 
said: 

“Reference is made to the protest 
on the part of Mr. Wilhoit, a member 
of this board, to the letting of con- 
tracts on a deferred payment basis 
An investigation of the records wil) 
disclose the fact that Mr. Wilhoit has 
approved innumerable contracts in his 
section of the state and to those coun- 
ties that he saw fit to favor. The high- 
way board entered into a solemn and 
binding obligation with Henry coun- 
ty to pave Highway No. 42 in con- 
sideration of the fact that Henry 
county had advanced to the highway 
board $150,000 as a part payment 
of the cost of said project. A portion 
of this contract has been executed and 
it is my purpose to see that it is 
executed in its entirety if the laws of 
the state of Georgia prevail. Mr. Wil- 
hoit has known of the existence of 
this contract since his term of office 
began and has persistently refused to 
give consideration to the same. The 
board at its last meeting ordered the 
letting of a portion of this contract on 
the deferred payment basis at the next 
letting, which understanding was ap- 
proved by the representatives of Hen- 
ry county with the understanding that 
the remaining portions of the contract 
would be completed as early in 1933 
as funds could be made available. This, 
I expect to comply with at the earliest 
possible date.”

Highways Built fer People. 

“The highways are here to stay and 
the more we have of them the better 
off we are. They were not built to 
destroy the railroads, nor were they 
constructed to be worn out’ by the 2 
per cent of heavy truck traffic running 
over them against the 98 per cent of 
ordinary traffic for the accommoda- 
tion of which they were primarily in 
tended. 

“The South Carolina highway com- 
mission, after expert investigatien, has 
ascettained that a saving of 33,000 
a mile in the cost of highway con- 
struction can be made if excessive 
truck tonnage is kept off of the 
highways, and if their use is limited 
to ordinary automobile and reasonably 
limited weight of truck traffic. If 
trucks, almost as big as freight cars, 
are to be permitted to use our high- 
ways, it will not be 20 years before 
the state is called upon to duplicate 
every highway in Georgia, and if, 
meanwhile, we run the railroads out 
of business, the taxpayers will have a 
nice little job on their hands in rais- 
ing the money to do this. 

“These are some of the problems 
that are now before this committee. 
There are also other phases which 
time will not permit me to discuss 
now. The chief work of the commit- 
tee is to ascertain all the facts bear- 
ing upon the problem, and to give 
them to the publie with such recom- 
mendations as may be taken at their 
face value. 

Rails Have Been Asleep. 

“In this connection let me say that 
in my opinion the railroad manage- 
ment of the country has not kept 
abreast of the times in meeting con- 
ditions inevitably imposed by compe- 
tition from other sources of transpor- 
tation. Taken as a whole, they have 
been asleep over a volcano which 
threatened the yery existence of their 
property. They have been asking for 
increased rates when competition 
shéuld have foreed them in exactly 
the other direction. 

“In times past under prosperous 
conditions they have declared unusua 
dividends without retiring a dollar e 
their bonded indebtedness. It is said 
that one of the greatest railroad sys- 
tems in the country ha@ never retired 
a bond, refunding each issue and 
making new ones, while every dollar 
of their bonded indebtedness could 
have been paid out of the earnings 
of years, leaving enough to pay hand- 
some dividends. : 

“Mossback management, in some 
instances, has permitted competition 
to undermine their properties without 
awakening to the necessity of com- 
bating it. . 

“That condtion is changing. The 
day of lower rates has come and out 
of them may come the salvation of the 
railroads. The average traveler is not 
going to pay more for railroad trans- 

rtation when he can buy it at less 
ein another form of transportation. 
That is why we hear from the countrys 
over of reduced week-end passenger 
rates which are filling ares i coaches. 
This is in its experimental stage now 
but my prediction is that in time these 


rates will be reduced to apply to the 


week-round rates and as a perma- 
nency. 

“We have no interest to serve other 
than as the public is affected, and ! 
believe the public understands from 
the make-up of the commission thnt 
it hones fo present a report that will 
he fair to all interests involved and 
just to all alike.”

Officers told of seeing 
Smith open the lock box by using the 
combination, and said that Smith. at 
the request of the officers, opened 
the package and a letter. The letter 
contained an envelope addressed to 
“Chino” and containing a letter and 
a $50 banknote, Ellis said. 

Ellis testified that Smith. admitted 
renting the postoffice box under the 
assumed name of J. F. Jones, and 
Smith, corroborating this testimony, 
said that his reason was that he want- 
ed a box where he could get his mail 
apart from his family. The package 
contained glass jars and a material 
identified by narcotic agents as smok- 
ing opium, the jars and contents 
weighing a total of 16 ounces, Ellis 


said. 

“The defendant was questioned in 
the, presence of A. C. Aderhold, war- 
den of the penitentiary, and admitted 
renting the box at the request of an 
inmate of the prison and making a 
practice of taking out letters and mail- 
ing them for this inmate,” Ellis said. 
“Smith also admitted delivering to 
this inmate packages and letters ad- 
dressed to the East Point postoffice 
box. The defendant knew that at least 
some of the packages contained con- 
traband goods, in violation of Section 
37 of the prison rules, a felony pun- 
ishable by a maximum sentence of 10 
years.” 

Narcotic Agent Williams said that 
Smith had been under investigation 
for weeks, and that other officers had 
seen the defendant smuggle letters 
from the prison and mail them in 
street letter boxes for inmates.

Ellis said that the lock box was 
rented on August 18, and that Smith 
showed the rent receipts to the of- 
ficers.

Smith has been connected with the 
prison as electrician for five years 
and previously was a guard and an 
engineer at the institution, it was said. 
He was on the Atlanta police force 
for two years around 1914, and repre- 
sented the department in the first 
94-hour motorcycle race at Lakewood 
park, it wa; said. He also has been 
a lieutenant in the army, it was said. 

Investigation of the case started 
after narcotic officers received infor- 
mation that the defendant was bring- 
ing things into Gibson, the officers 
said.

FOR PARTY FUNDS 


Clay Asks Georgians To 
Contribute Full Share 
To Campaigti. 


Georgia will be recorded as hav- 
ing failed to measure up to its share 
of expenses in the victorions demo- 
cratic national campaign unless a 
number of counties respond to the ap- 
peals made Thursday night by tele- 
phone and telegraph to democratic 
leaders by Ryburn G. Clay, state di- 
rector of finance in Georgia for the 
democratic pertv. 

Mr. Clay revealed that a large num- 
ber of counties have contributed noth- 
ing to the national campaign fund and 
his appeals were impelled by a full 
realization of a situation so desperate. 
that important last-minute campaign 
plans necessarily may be abandoned 
due to lack of funds, 

“This is the last appeal of the cam- 
paign.” Mr. Clay pointed out. “Even 
though there is little time left, I still 
am confident that in the few days 
in which we have to complete our 
task, every county that has not yet 
reached its quota will make extraordi- 
nary efforts to do so and that sure- 
ly the citizens of no county will per- 
mit it to be recorded as having failed 
to contribute a cent to what will go 
down in history as one of the most 
memorable presidential campaigns.”

A gift of $300,000 from the 
citizens of Rome provided for the 
erection of the present buildings and 
work in the new home was begun in 
October, 1911.

TANGLES TA 
DEFENDED BY PARK 


Macon Attorney Explains 
Proposed Amendment in 
Speech at Augusta. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 3.—Speaking 
Wednesday evening at a mass meeting 
held in the Richmond county court- 
house under the auspices of the An- 
gusta Taxpayers’ League, Orville A. 
Park, Macon attorney and author of 
the Classification tax amendment which 
Georgia voters will pass upon next 
Tuesday, declgred that the proposed 
amendment would carry out the pledge 
of the democratic party as contained 
in the platform adopted last month 
at the state convention held in Macon. 

Mr. Park quoted this paragraph 
from that platform: 

“The great mass of intangible wealth 
of the state should be made to bear a 
fair proportion of the cost of govern- 
ment and taxes now being levied on 
visible property should be substantially 


reduced. 
“We will all,” said Mr. Park, 


“agree with this declaration of the 


democratic platform adopted at the 
Macon convention held last month. 
Georgia’s wealth, according to the 
1930 bulletin of the industrial con- 
ference board, is $4,421,000,000. At 
least half of this is intangible prop- 
erty (money, notes and accounts, 
stocks and bonds). Only the merest 
fraction of these intangibles gets on 
the tax digests. The total amount of 
all property, as shown by the tax 
digests for the present year, including 
the utilities, which are assessed by 
th. comptroller general, is $1,147,149,- 
158. The total amount cf tangible 
property is $1,093,592,628, or 95.4 per 
cent of the whole, while the total of 
intangibles is only $53,756,530, or 4.6 
per cent. 

“The amount of intangible property 
returned for taxation is steadily de- 
creasing. In the last nine years the 
returns of intangibles have fallen from 
$101,000,000 to a little more than 
$53,000,000, or nearly half. 

Three Reasons, 


“All efforts to reach intangible 
property under the general property 
tax have failed, not only in Georgia, 
but everywhere. There are three rea- 
sons: First, because intangible prop- 
erty, as a rule, represents an interest 
in tangible property which has al- 
ready been taxed, It is, therefore, dou- 
ble taxation. Second, the tax at the 
present high rates is practically con- 
fiscatory. For these two reasons few 
taxpayers return their intangibles, and 
in this they are supported by public 
opinion. The third and practical rea- 
son is that ‘the owner of money (and 
other intangibles) can move his prop- 
erty to a distant state overnight,’ and 
he will move it or conceal it if any 
serious attempt is made to subject it 
to taxation at confiscatory rates. 

“While Georgia is realizing very lit- 
tle from the taxation of intangibles, 
the threat to tax them is driving capi- 
tal out of the state in surprisingly 
large amounts. Dr. Harley L. Lutz 
says, “The disappearance of intangibles 
is a natural result of the state's taxa- 
tion policy. The employment of tax 
ferrets has resulted in the transfer of 
residerces, the transfer of trusts and 
estates to banks and trust companies 
outside the state, and other methods 
of escape.’ 

Urged by Commissions. 

“Five special tax commissions, ap- 
pointed by the governors of the state 
in the last 30 years, havé condemned 
the present tax system and have rec- 
ommended classification. Thirty-six 
states have adopted classification. 
Georgia is one of the 12 that still 
clings to a system described as ‘the 
worst tax system in the civilized 
world.’ 

“The platform of the democratic 
convention, which nominated Governor 
Russell, demanded a classification 
amendment. The general assembly al- 
most unanimously, in response to the 
repeated demands, proposed the amend- 
ment which is to be submitted to the 
people at the election next Tuesday. 
_ “A vigorous and determined fight 
is being made on the amendment. 
This is headed by the same group 
which opposed the income tax and 
every other reform in taxation for 
the last 20 years. 

“The objections are: First, that 
the cities and counties will be de- 
prived of large revenue as, under the 
amendment, the tax on 
will be collected only by the state. 
When it is remembered that with a 
tax digest of approximately $1,150,- 
000,000 only a little more than $50,- 
000,000 is intangible property it will 
be seen that the loss could not be 
very great. 


May Prorate Revenue. 


“The amendment provides that the 
legislature may prorate the amount 
collected between the state and the 
counties and other local units. That 
the legislature will be fair to the re- 
spective counties is abundantly dem- 
onstrated by the fact that 152 of the 
159 counties receive more from the 
state treasury than they pay into it. 

“Georgia’s revenue last year was 
Pout $30,000,000. The cost of the 
state government was approximately 
$1,100,000. All the rest went to the 
counties in one form or another or to 
state institutions. Even if the legis- 


lature did not divide the amount the || 


counties would get the benefit of 
whatever revenue is collected. 

“It is also urged that the franchfses 
of public utilities would only be taxed 
5 mills if the amendment is adopted. 
By not attempting to separately tax 
the franchise but include all the 
property, tangible and intangible, as 
a unit. the same amount of tax will 
be collected and disttibuted to the 
counties and cities as is done under 
the present law. 

Utilities Cannot Escape. 

“Even if it should be held that a 
franchise cannot be included along 
with the good-will, going value, con- 
tracts, and other intangible property, 
with the physical property, as a unit, 
the amendment authorizes the taxa- 
tion of intangibles by other methods 
than ad valorem, and at different 
rates. In many states franchises 
are taxed by an excise or franchise 
tax measured either by gross or net 
income. ‘There is no reason under the 
amendment why the franchises could 
not be taxed under this méthod and 
if so there is no limit as to the amount 
of the tax which may be imposed. 
There is no danger of the utilities 
escaping their just and full share of 
taxation. 

“4 good deal has been said about 
the fact that the title to the act re- 
fers to exemption of forest lands. It 
has been often explained that the bill 
was amended so as to strike out a 
paragraph which would have exempt- 
ed these lands during the growing pe- 
riod. By an oversight the caption 
and the wording on the ballot were 
not changed, but a statement on the 
official ballot as already. prepared 
calls attention to this error so that 
there will be no misunderstanding on 
the part of the voters. 

“The need of a modern tax system 
in Georgia under which the present 
oppressive burden of taxation will be 
more equally distributed and the ne- 
cessity of relieving real estate have 
been apparent for years. It is now

BRUNSWICK "HOLIDAY’ 
ENDED BY FISHERMEN 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Nov. 3.—(?)}— 
The fisherman’s “holiday” in Bruns- 
wick appeared at an end today as 
operators of 60- shrimp boats here 
met behind closed doors on the water- 
front, organized and agreed to put to 
sea with assurance of the majority 
of buyers, packers and shippers that 
they would meet their price demand 
of 2 cents per pound. 

Since last Saturday morning the 
$100,000 fleet of fishing vessels oper- 
ating out of this port has been tied 
up at the Brunswick docks in pro- 
test against the reduction of prices 
for shrimp from $1 to 75-<-cents per 
bushel, and more than 150 fishermen 
have been idle awaiting developments 
of their strike. 

Gathering yesterday morning, the 
fishermen expressed their intention of 
letting their boats remain idle until 
the price of $1 per bushel was back 
in effect and decided upon an or- 
ganization for their best interest and 
welfare. This morning behind bolted 
doors in a waterfront building they 
again convened. organized the Fisher- 
men’s Protective Association and 
elected Captain S. A. Martin presi- 
dent and Pete Acosta secretary and 
treasurer. + 

Upon assurance from the majority 
of buyers in Brunswick that they 
would pay not less than 2 cents per 
pound for shrimp, the fishermen de- 
clared their “holiday” off and issued 
instructions that those desiring to 
leave the port for the fishing grounds 
could do so unmolested. As soon as 
the weather clears and is suitable for 
fishing the fleet will resume opera- 
tions. 2 

In discussing the situation this 
morning, the fishermen declared that 
the reduction in prices was not the 
only reason for their refusal to oper- 
ate, but added that simultaneously 
with the price cut there was a 2-cent 
increase in the price of gasoline and 
Ya oil by concerns along the water- 
ront.

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 3.—(?)—Au 
explanation of the functions of the 
Federal Home Loan bank system has 
been made by George FE. Deadwyler, 
secretary and treasurer of the Mu- 
tual Building & Loan Association of 


Athens, who says the public “seems 
to have arrived at a completely erro- 
neous conclusion” as to what the bank 
is and does. 

Some articles, he said, are “giving 

the impression that the government 
is going to take up all the loans in 
the country regardless of amounts 
loaned on such property. The gov- 
ernment in no case will loan over 40 
per cent of the present value of prop- 
erty. 
“The federal reserve bank strength- 
ens commercial banks throughout the 
country and has provided a safe re- 
serve for short-term commercial pa- 
per. The federal home loan bank sys- 
tem will strengthen the home financ- 
ing institutions of the country such 
as life insurance companies, savings 
banks lending on homes, and building 
and loan associations in the same way. 
This will make building and loan asso- 
ciations better for savers and at the 
same time make them better able to 
finance as lenders. 
“The federal reserve banks can, 
but ordinarily do not, make direct 
loans. The federal home loan banks 
can, but in our opinion will not, make 
direct loans, only in extreme cases. 
The Federal Home Loan bank, of 
Winston-Salen, N. C., is the one serv- 
ing this territory and it has no agent 
in this state. Inquiry for direct loans 
should be sent to the bank at Win- 
ston-Salem, N. C.”

“His culture might prove danger- 
ous in this country which seems to 
place a premium on ignorance, but 
Franklin Roosevelt has never been in- 
dicted for a high brow or a high hat.
